Another Fast Fiver. 

The flight of people southward has 
increased to such au extent that the 
N., C. & St. L road out of Nashvill. 
has found it necessary to increase 
its train service,and an additional fast 
train has been put ou each way be 
tween Nashville and Atlanta. This 
will make five daily trains each way 
between these two points. The new 
train will leave Nashville at 7:30 a. m. 
(the present morning train leaving at 
7:40) and will reach Atlanta at 6 
o'clock p. m., or9J hours from Nash 
ville to Atlanta. The north bound 
train will leave Atlanta at 10 a. m., 
reaching Nashville at 7:30 p. m. 
These trains will connect directly 
with the Nashville and Chicago ves 
tibule train in both directions, and 
will have through parlor cars. The 
time between Nashville and Chicago 
will be 14 hours and 8 minutes and 
between Atlauta and Chicago 23 
hours and 68 minutes.

BOB AND ALF. 

The Taylor Druthers at the Tabernacle 
Last Night. 

"Bob" Taylor and his brother "Alf" 
appeared together at the Tabernacle 
last night and were greeted by a very 
large audience. The brothers are 
meeting at present on the Riime plat- 
form for the first time since they 
made their memorable race for the 
governorship of Tennessee, but this 
time the "war of the roses" is a peace- 
ful war, from which one brother gets 
as much glory and as much profit as 
the other. Their dual production is 
entitled "Yankee Doodle and Dixie." 
Alf takes the Yankee and Bob the 
Dixie part of the performance. 

"Every one, of course, remembers 



the race of the Taylor brothers against 
each other for the gubernatorial chair. 
It was in 1886 that the Tennessee 



Republicans nominated Alf Tajl< 
as their candidate for governor and 
the Democrats saw them and went 
them one better as it proved, with 
Alf's brother Bob. 

"The entertainment given by the 
Taylors is unique and as enjoyable as 
it is odd. It isn't a lecture, it isn't a 
series of character sketches, it isn't a 
rendition of folk-lore stories and songs 
in Southern dialect, it isn't a mere 
plav of oratory and eloquence; yet it 
combines all these charmingly. There 
is music, mirth, pathos, poetry, folk- 
lore and fun blended into a well- 



"Alf Taylor assumes the first part 
of the program. His theme is '"Yan- 
kee Doodle," and from it he evolves a 
noble drama of liberty. He rapidly 
sketches the history of the American 
republic, The subjugation of the 
wilderness, the struggle with the 
throws of the evolution of government 
are ideated with liberal and graceful 
touch. Washington is the hero of the 
patriotic and largely allegorical play, 
He is enthroned as the archangel of 
liberty. The speaker tells with rare 
skill of the greatness of this nation. 
"Yankee Doodle," from being a 
young national giant iust awakened 
to a realization of his power, becomes 
the typical unit of strength — the Yan- 
kee as we see and know him. With 
this change comes a leap from the 
sublime to the ridiculous, and the 
audience is convulsed at the conceit 
of a bloomer army returning victo 
rious from the wars to lift for a mo- 
ment the mind of the going mar 
above pots and pans and the baby 
Alf Taylor is a finished orator and 
his eioquent tributes to the great men 
of the republic who have risen from 
the ranks of labor to the most com 
manding eminence win warm ap 
plause. The liberty of speech, 
thought and labor, he maintains, were 
the spirit of "Yankee Doodle," and 
that spirit has created the grandest 
structure on earth in the government 
under which we live. 

"Ex-Gov. 'Bob' Taylor is the defen- 
der and eulogist of Dixie. He says 
Mason and Dixon's line may not exist 
in law, but it doeo iu fact and in sen- 
timent, and ever will. 'It is the divid- 
ing line between cold bread and hot 
buscuit.' It is there in sentiment, and 
will remain as long as Yankee Doodle 
says 'You hadn't ought to do it,' and 
Dixie responds 'I done done it.' The 



war accentuated this line by placing 
Yankee Doodle on the pension roll 
and Dixie on crutches. He wou.d de- 



spise the Northern man who would 
not think his rocky hills the best the 
sun ever shone upon; he would have 
no respect for the Westerner who did 
not think his plains the prettiest and 
his mines the richest of the world; 
but he would always love Dixie the 
best because it was his home, and b 
cause God made it the best. The 
crown of his talk is his picture of 
Southern life. At one point the 
peaker sketches the last of his fam- 
ily's slaves, an old negro man who 
had outlived his master and grown to 
love hiB master's children as his own. 
In a last interview he told his young 
master that the fiery chariot aud its 
accompanying band of angels had 
twice been to his bedside and, as he 
longed to be with his friends of the 
good old days it would not be many 
days before it would come and take 
him. The young man saw the faith- 
ful darkey next in death, and es he 



said it he broke into that incompara- 
ble melody, "Swing Low, Sweet 
Chariot." The enteatainment is full 
of south touches.'

THE EARTH QUAKED. 

A VIOLENT SEISMIC DISTURBANCE 
YESTERDAY MORNINC. 



Two distinct and violent shocks of 
irthquake were felt here aud all 
•er this section at 5:15 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. 

It was the most violent distur- 
bance of the kind felt here within the 
memory of the oldest inhabitants. 

The first shock was felt with such 
force that buildings swayed, windows 
rattled and people were aroused 
from sound slumber. It was accom- 
panied by a low rumbling sound. 
The second shock followed imme- 
diately and was more violent than 
the first. 

Many persons were badly frighten, 
ed and rushed from their rooms. The 
shock soon passed away though, and 
vas not followed by any further 
hake- up. The whole disturbance 
occupied not more than a minute. 

At Bethel Female College the 
young ladies in the upper stories 
were badly frightened and rushed 

ildly about the halls. 

At South Kentucky college the 
shock was felt with great force. 

All over the city people were 
wakened, but so far as heard from 
the only incident worthy of mention 
was that some plastering was shaken 
off the ceiling in Judge A. H. Ander- 
son's bed room. 

Dave Wiley says it shook him out 
of bed, but "scared" should probably 
be substituted for "shook. Only 
two or three people have been found 
in the city who slept through it all. 

At Casky Dr. P. S. Anderson's 
chimney was cracked from bottom to 
top 

The shock was felt at Cadiz, Pem- 
broke and other neighboring towns, 
about the same as here. 

At Evansville it was eyen more 
distinct, but no harm was done.

He can b« chairman of «lth*W 
of these committees, just ns lie chooses 
He also has membership in the impor- 
tant committees on the judiciary, posi 
offices and post roads and transporta- 
tion routes to the seaboard. 

The reader will better understand the 
importance of the positions on commit 




tees which Senator Mitchell has at- 
tained after years of fuithful service 
when it is stated that all legislation is 
framed in congressional committees. 
All of the real successful work accom- 
plished is achieved in committee rooms. 
The general public can read only whr.t 
occurs in open debate; but that is all 
dress parade work in a majority of 
cases. The ambition of every senator 
when he becomes familiar with sen- 
atorial duties is to secure positions 
upon good committees, with the ulti- 
mate hope of securing a chairmanship 
The chairman of a committee is prac 
tically dictator of all business which is 
referred to his committee. He decides 
what, bills shall be considered by the 
committee, and he usually is authorized 
make favorable or unfavorable re- 
ports to the senate, in accordance with 
" s own will and judgment. 

Very few senators can secure posi- 
tions upon the leading committees, be- 
they are reserved for the older 
and more experienced senators. For 
example, there are only five members 
of the committee on the judiciary, and 
Senator Mitchell is one of them. The 
other members are senators who have 
nuously for many years,

Senator Watson C. Squire, of the state 
of Washington, will be one of the fore- 
most senators in the Fifty-fourth con- 
gress. He is a man of high character, 
splendid and impressive presence, and 
popular with his colleagues in the sen- 
ate. Although he has only been In the 
senate for one full term, he has been 
sagacious enough to secure positions 
upon the committees on fisheries and 
coast defenses, bo that he is now the 
leading republican member on each of 
those committees, and can choose for 
himself the chairmanship of cither one. 
Both of these committees are of im- 
portance to the state of Washington. 
It would be a long time before any 
other senator from that state could 
achieve such positions of power for his 
people. Although making no preten- 
sions to oratory, Senator Squire is one 
of the most pleasing speakers in the 
senate and one of the most inliuential. 
He accomplishes a great deal of good 
in legislation, by going directly to his.

This 
would be quite true so far as her 
own recollection poes, but at the 
time of her life of which she knows 
nothing- but by hearsay she had 
some thrilling experiences. 

"Winnie Davis," as she is always 
called, was born in the executive 
mansion at Richmond, Va., at the 
close of the war— in June, 1864, I 
believe— and when she was in long 
clothes she was sharing her father's 
prison cell with him. She had her 
experiences of war before that, for 
she took part in the retreat from Rich- 
mond, jolting along for hundreds of 
miles in an ambulance. Even at that 
early stage of her career she showed 
that she was worthy to be a soldier's

grew, says Harper's Bazar. Her 
father was particularly proud of her 
precocity, and loved to read aloud to 
her and listen to her wise comments on 
what he had read. The climate of the 
south did not agreo with the child, so 
she was sent to a boarding-school at 
Carlsruhe, Germany, where she not 
only learned the language of the coun- 
try, but became equally proficient in 
French, so that when she went to Paris, 
at the end of her German school days, 
she had only to put the finishing touches 
to her knowledge of that language. 
She also studied music and drawing, 
and though she never has done as much 
with those two af ts as she should hav« 
considering her talents, she occasior 
ally charms her friends with a song o 
delights them with the gift of a paint 
ing by her hand. 

At the age of seventeen Miss Davi 
returned to her native land and cor 
tinued her studies under her father' 
direction. She not only studied and 
read with him, but she shared his love 
of horses, and many were the long- 
rides they took on their thoroughbreds 
through the woods at Beauvoir. Though 
a studious girl, and fond of reading, she 
is an out-of-door girl as well, end not 
having a horse in New York, where she 
spends the winters, or at Narragansett 
Pier, where her summers are passed, 
she mounts her wheel and flies over the 
roads in a manner that would astonish 
her favorite horse if he could see her. 

Miss Davis made her social debut 
in New Orleans, just after her return 
from Paris, as queen of the carnival. 
Shortly after this she accompanied her 
father to Atlanta, Ga., where at a recep- 
tion tendered, to him she waa intro- 
duced to the cheering crowd by Gen. 
John Gordon as "the daughter of the 
confederacy," and by that name she is 
known all through the south. That the 
confederate soldiers regard her in this 
light is proved by the number of regi- 
mental and brigade badges which they 
have presented her, and which she 
wears when she attends their reunions. 

Miss Davis' debut as a writer may 
be said to have been made in a pamphlet 
she wrote for a New Orleans literary 
club, and which was published and 
passed through three editions. She has 
written for the North American lie- 
view and other periodicals, bo that 
when she wrote "The Veiled Doctor" 
she was hardly a novice with the pen. 
That, however? was her first novel; 
but, judging by the way it has been re- 
ceived, it will not be her last. In fact, 
I believe that she waa already engaged 
on another before "The Veiled Doctor" 
was publishes! 

The death of her father, Jefferson 
Davis, which occurred during her sec- 
ond visit to Paris, waa a severe blow 
to Miss Davis, and she waa so prostrated 
by it that her life was despaired of.

In his next work: "The 
Karthly Paradise," he well-nigh ex- 
hausted the treasures of Greek mythol- 
ogy and Gothic folklore. This is a 
work with a plan which is somewhat 
indebted to that of the "Canterbury 
Tales." 

Certain gentlemen and mariners of 
Norway sail in quest of "the earthly 
paradise"— an island of bliss— find it, 
and remain in it for the remainder of 
their lives, passing the time with tales 
from Greek and Teutonic sources.

Photographing Under Water. 

The progress of photography un- 
der the sea, by means of the newly 
devised magnesium light— a marvel 
of ingenuity — may justly be de- 
scribed as something wonderful, 
though the timing of the exposure is 
said to still present one of the most 
serious difficulties yet to be over- 
come, ft is stated with reference to 
this important point that thus far 
in the process an exposure of ten 
minutes at a depth of three to four 
feet will give good results. At a 
depth, however, of fifteen to eighteen 
feet an exposure is said to be re- 
red of not less than thirty min- 
utes when the sun is brightest, 
though even at this depth it becomes 
necessary to apply a plafe of blue 
glass in front of the lens in order to I 
obtain pictures that are realty clear, 

bile in deeper regions photography- 
would, it is declared, be impossible 
but for this improved device. It not 
only saves time and trouble, but 
good pictures, it is said, have been 
aken during storms and without

Mr. Percy S. Pilcher, lecturer on 
marine engineering at Glasgow uni- 
versity, basing his inventions upon 
that, of Herr LUienthal, has produced 
two winged creations, and by their 
aid has taken sundry flights in mid- 
air. At times he has risen to an 
altitude of twenty feet, occasionally 
hovered kite-like for a space and 
then descended on the spot he left; 
while, upon other trials, he has 
hastened before the breeze for con- 
siderable distances ere regaining his 
feet. Mr. Pilcher's machines are 
light structures of wood and steel 
supporting a vast spread of wing and 
braced with piano wire. The wings 
themselves, which are made of nain- 
sook—a sort of muslin originally 
manufactured in India— have an area 
of one hundred and fifty square feet; 
and each machine possesses a ver- 
tical and horizontal rudder of circu- 
lar shape, the one cutting the other 
at right angles. The former, which 
is rigid, servas to keep the machine's 
head to wind, while the latter ar- 
rests an inclination to pitch side- 
ways—a common viee in all like in- 
ventions. 

The great difficulty with winged 
aeronauts is the uncertain quality of 
the wind, for a steady, unvarying 
breeze is never to be calculated upon. 
Indeed, the sudden, unexpected side 
puff often brought disaster in its 
train to Mr. Piicher until lie hit upon 
a means of circumventing it. He 
now draws his wing-tips in with a 
bend, which renders a flying machine 
safer and more stable. Speaking 
generally these experiments in flying 
or soaring are being made with a 
view to master the art of aerial bal 
ance and safe landing. Then, wher 
the golden era dawns, when a screw 
propeller or flapping wings are intro- 
duced, and a power discovered to 
work them, gentlemen like Messrs. 
Lilienthal and Pilcher will spring 
gayly aloft to emulate the carrier or 
tumbler pigeon, and put a girdle 
round the earth in a morning. May 
the necessary discovery of a ne 
power be speedily made. Meantime 
Mr. Pilcher on a fresh pair of wings 
with a sail area of no less khan three 
hundred feet, pursues bis plucky ex 
periments at Cardross, in Dumbar 
tonshire, before numerous admirers

In these days, when women ride 

bicycles into remote Wildernesses 
camp out In mountain fastnesses, and 
generally take upon themselves the 
positions formerly occupied by men, 
the question of whether or not they 
•hall also take upon themselves 
masculine weapons naturally arises. 
Shall Diana carry a revolver? 
Shall Lucy wear a dagger? Shall 
womeu learn the noble art of self- 
defense, not only in the form of in- 
creased muscle, but in the use of 
weapons? 

The millennium has not yet ar- 
rived, and therefore watch chains 
and watches, finger rings and 
brooches still tempt the wayfaring 
kleptomaniac. In other words, a 
woman wearing articles of more or 
less value and tramping or riding, 
apparently unprotected, along a 
lonely road, may prove a temptation 
to the tramp with imperfectly de- 
veloped notions of personal prop- 
erty.

A revolver thrust through 
a belt is not altogether without its 
picturesque features. Jeweled pis- 
tols, firearms of rare metals and the 
like would open up a vast vista of 
gifts. Learning to shoot would 
form anewfleld of feminine activity. 
It would also train the eye, the mind 
and the hand of the woman who 
learned. To be sure, it might 
prove a temptation to some fiery- 
tempered woman when she grew 
angry, and it might be a constant 
menace to the well-being of the com- 
munity in the hands of silly young 
persons who wished to "show off." 
But all that migtt be easily ar- 
ranged by the simple expedient of 
granting permits to carry firearms 
only to even-tempered and well- 
balanced women.

SKULL^OF^RICHELIEU. 

Recently Brought to Light from It. 1 
In* Place In Furl.. 
Among the tombs which were violated 
durjng the French revolution was that 
of Richelieu, in the Church of the Sor- 
bonne. The rest of the remains of the 
famous cardinal were scattered to the 
four winds, but the head was recovered, 
and was concealed by a hatter named 
Cheval. 

After the turmoil of the revolution 
had subsided, Cheval, fearing trouble 
on account of his theft, confided the 
skull to Abbe Armez, in whose family 
he served until 1866. On December 25 
of that year the head of the cardinal 
was solemnly reinterred in the original 
tomb, opened for the occasion in the 
presence of M. Duruy, minister of 
public instruction; Mgrs.

M. Duruy was mistaken. The tomb 
of Richelieu has again been disturbed.

Nenot, this exhumation having been 
rendered necessary by the work now In 
progress on the old church. 

Of the head of Bichelleu the face 
alone survives. The occiput has dis- 
appeared. The expression of the coun- 
tenance is striking, for theclassical type 
of the great cardinal is there In admira- 
ble preservation. 

Only one thing could occasion donbt 
of its authenticity— namely: the ab- 
sence of that famous chin beard of 
which history speaks and wh«»h all the 
painters have depicted. 

But even this deficiency may, on the 
contrary, be taken as proof of genuine- 
ness, for la the painting of Philip de 
Champalgne, representing Bichelleu on 
his deathbed, tha dying man wears 
neither beard nor mastaoh*.

AMERICAN WRITERS LACKING. 



•rood American fiction. With all due 
respect to the g-alaxy of bright writers 
in tireat Britain who hav« »chlcrc.l 
such prominence here during the last 
few years, it is, nevertheless, a fact 
that publishers are looking eagerly fur 
novels and novelettes dealing with 
American people arid scenes. Said one 
of them to the Literary World the oth- 
er (i.-iv: "Wo have been publishing 
English and Scotch stories simply be- 
cause we could not procure American 
Hctlon of corresponding worth. It is 
needless to say that there Is a far 
greater demand for American novels 
than for those written about charac- 
ters and incidents European and Brit- 
ish. But it looks as if wc could not 
succeed in our endeavor. We do not 
want a novel, for instance, that is 
dashed off, three or four chapters at a 
time, by a woman after she has given 
an afternoon tea before dressing for the 
evening. Hut we want American 
novels written by men and women 
whose brains surge and swell while 
they are at work. And I see no hope- 
ful outlook excepting In the newspa- 
per offices. " 

The publisher does not understand 
the conditions of newspaper work now- 
adays, or he might not be hopeful. 
There are young men and young women 
scattered through newspaper offices 
here and there who are capable of de- 
veloping into novelists; but they have 
no chance, while on morning papers, at 
least. The average reporter goes to 
work at noon, and then until midnight, 
or an hour later, he or she is hastening 
from one point to another, oftentimes 
unable to eat regularly or to secure 
sufficient sleep. By the time the after- 
noon assignment is covered and the 
"story" written the reporter has a 
chance to breathe sometimes; and then 
when he reaches the office with his 
evening assignment covered, provided 
he has but one, he sits down and writes 
when too often he Is greatly fatigued. 
At midnight, or one or two o'clock in 
the morning, he goes home. Is it rea- 
sonable to expect a man or a woman 
after such a siege to write fiction? How 
can it be done? Leaving entirely aside 
the fact that newspaper work, with its 
plain statement of events, precludes 
the development of thought and lit- 
erary style, the reporter's very exist- 
ence, with Its hurry and rush and ex- 
hausting physical labor, mokes it very 
doubtful If we can look to him as a 
class from whom to expect Action. 
With men and women on evening pa- 
pers the case is different. They have 
more leisure, in the evenings, at least; 
but the fact remains that as a usual 
thing the brightest men and women 
prefer morning papers, because they 
pay so much more.

New Cure for Snake Bite*. 
Prof. Halford, of Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, has been making a most remark- 
able series of experiments w ith chloride 
of lime, with reBpect to its action upon 
human subjects as a cure or preventive 
of the evil effects of snake bites. He is 
sending quantities of immunizing se- 
rum to India and the Antilles. He finds 
that by injecting into rabbits a dose of 
the serum corresponding to 1-10,000 of 
their weight, they are enubled to en- 
dure, without danger, a dose of venom 
capable of killing untreated specimens 
in from three to four hours.

EDITOR AND STATESMAN. 

The Eventful Career of Hon. Amos 
J. Oummlnsrs. 



't Field of New 
fork City. 

Amos .1. Cununingf^ who is now 
a eandida i e for congress from the Tenth 
New Yorli district, was born in Con!; 
ling, Broome county. N. Y„ on May 1.".. 
1841. His lather and grandfather were 
clergymen of the Christian church, lie 
was given a common school education 
in his native town, and at the age ot 
twelve, when his father wan editor oi 
the Christian Palladium and the Chris- 
tian Messenger, he entered his father's 
printing office as an apprentice in the 
composing room. Then came a period 
of four years, during which he left 
home and hoed his own row as a com- 
positor in many western and southern 
states. In 1857, while in Mobile, he 
joined the famous Walker expedition, 
which wound up with his capture, alon" 
with several hundred others, by the 
United States sloop-of-war St. Mary' 

After his release he came to New 
York city and enjoyed his first taste of 
metropolitan journalism, in which he 
afterward Iwcame so distinguished, by 
working at the case in the Tribune of- 
fice. He remained in the Tribune com- 
posingroom until the call of the trumpet 
of war, when he laid aside, for a time, 
the "stick," and took up the sword. 

In the war he was sergeant major of 
the Twenty sixth New Jersey volun- 
teert), participating in many battles, 
and was officially mentioned for gal- 
lantry at Fredericksburg, and received 
the congressional medal of honor by 
o^rder of the secretary of war. He re- 
turned from the war in time to partici- 
pate in the defense of the Tribune office 
when it was mobbed by the rioters in 
July, 1SG3. Mr. Cummings was one of 
the four compositors who remained in 
the office. Mr. Cummings lost his situ- 
ation with the Tribune by a strike for 
higher wages in which he participated, 
and for a time set type on the Yonkers 
Statesman. Returning to New York in 
December.he secured work with Charles 
K. Wilbour, one of the owners of the 
Law Transcript. Wilbour contracted 
to print a list of the inhabitants sub-

ject to the draft, and Cummings worked 
upon the list until he was offered a situ- 
ation in the editorial room of the Trib- 

Jnst after Christmas, in 1864, he was 
placed in charge of the Weekly Tribune. 
After serving nearly two years on the 
weekly he became night editor, and aft- 
erward city editor and political editor 
of the daily edition of the Tribune. He 
has charge of the political department 
of the paper during the first Grant cam- 
paign. In 1SC9 he became managing 
editor of the Sun, and remained there 
until the winter of 1872. Broken down 
in health by overwork, he went to Flor- 
ida. In the following summer he vis- 
ited Colorado, Utah, Nebraska and Cali- 
fornia, sending correspondence to the 
Sun over the signature of "Ziska" 
which attracted much attention. Mr. 
Cummings went to Florida every win- 
ter until the spring of 1876, and his 
Florida letters reached a world-wide 
circulation. He visited the Everglades, 
Lake Okechobee and other parts of the 
Btate, then but little known. 

In the spring of 1876 he returned to 
New Y'ork and took charge of the New 
York Evening Express. He remained 
there until after the nomination of Mr 
Tilden. In 1884 Mr. Cummings was 
elected president of the New Y'ork 
Press club. He accepted a reelection, 
aud declined a third renomination. 

In the fall of 1886 he was elected to 
congress. On March 17 following he 
became the editor of the Evening Sun. 
Here he remained until the opening of 
congress in December. The Evening 
Sun under his administration became 
one of the leading evening newspapers 
of New York. 

He declined a renomination for con- 
gress in 1838, but in the fall of 1889 was 
elected to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of "Sunset" Cox, and he has been 
twice reelected from that district. In 
congress Mr. Cummings has been an 
active supporter of all measures 
brought before the house in the inter- 
est of labor. 

Dl.eor.ry of a Great River. 

The expedition of Dr. Bell, of the 
geographical survey, undertaken last 
June into the fastnesses of British Amer- 
ica by a route directly north from Ot- 
tawa to Ruperts house on James bay, 
has resulted in the discovery of a river 
which Dr. Bell describes as the "Nile 
of the north." and the sixth largest 
river in the world. Its average width 
is a mile, and it is five hundred miles 
long. It has three tributaries, one ris- 
ing north of Three rivers, another in 
the Lake St. John region, and the third 
near Lake Mistassinl. A primitive for- 
est skirts the river's brink the whole 
distance, which is navigable from the 
rapids to the north.
